IS NOT STAR OF BETHLEHEM 


Fether Brennan Says New Astronomi- 
cal Discovery Cannot Be Tycho 
Brache’s Remarkable Sun. 
Father Brennan, the astronomer-priest of 
St. Louis, believes that the “new star’ 
now being discussed by astronomers is not 
the onc commonly designated as the “Star 
of Bethlehem,’’ but that it is one not hither- 

to revealed by the telescope. 

“The ‘Star of Bethlehem,’ or Tycho 
Brahe’s star, which blazed forth with re- 
markable brilliancy so that it could be seen 
by day, and remained visible for 16 months, 
was not the star that led the wise men to 
the manger,’ said Father Brennan to the 
Post-Dispatch. 

“No fixed star could move perceptibly for 
days and stop over a certain house in a 
village. from any point one may look up at 
a star and find it directly above. Only a 
meteor could pursue a flight perceptible 
om the earth, so that it might seem to 
ead. 

[ think the star now being studied by as- 
tronomers is a new one, because it is in a 
part of the heavens where the star of Tycho 
Brahe would not reappear. It is what is 
termed a temporary star. Now it is in the 
second magnitude, but it will gradually de- 
crease, perhaps to the tenth magnitude, and 
may disappear from view altogether. 

“There are stars which have certain pe- 
riods of superior brilliance. At times they 
are many times brighter than at others, 
This may be one of them.’’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—It is reported 
that Emperor William has expressed him- 
self in favor of a complete change in the 
entire German railway service, according to 
a communication reagived at the state de- 
partment from Consul-General Gunther at 
Frankfort. 

At an audience recently held by Privy 
Councillor Rathenau, a promoter of great 
electrical enterprizes, the latter gave the 
Emperor detailed information emphasizing 
the necessity of constructing electric rail- 
ways for direct and rapid connection be- 
tween Berlin and the principal cities of the 
German empire. He also brought out the 
fact that a great national triumph would be 


gained if Germany could be the leader in the

The German secretary of war has placed 
the military line from Berlin to Zossenat 
at the disposal of the promoters, who are 
urging upon the government this mode of 
travel for experimental purposes. This line 
is 18 miles in lergth and it is hoped that a 
speed of from 125 to 155 miles an hour can 
be attained. The cars will accommodate 5) 
yassengers each and will look every much 
ike the sleeping cars now in use. If these 
trial runs prove satisfactory a great step 
toward the utilization of electricity as the 
sole railway motive power will have been 
gained.
